Wasuineton, D. C., Dec.  17.—Judging 
from the character of the conversations one 
hears among Congressmen, it is quite evident 
that the refunding question is at present 
puzzling many, even of those whose opinions 
on the subject last winter were elear and de- 
cided.

Wasnineaton, D. C., Dee. 17.— The Peru- 
vlan Minister here has received confirmation 
of the news that ex-Director Pierola left 
Pera ten day go.

HERBERT GLADSTONE,

on Dec. 31. In this engagement,“ Old Iron- 
sides lost only nine men, with twenty-tive 
wounded. Capt. Bainbridge was slightly in- 
jured in the hip by a musket-ball, and the 
shot that carried away the wheel of the Con- 
stitution drove a small copper bolt into his 
thigh, inflicting a dangerous wound. On 
the Java sixty-five were killed and 170 

wounded. 

After this exploit the Constitution sailed 
for Boston, reaching that port Feb. 15, 1813. 
Capt. Bainbridge resigned the command, and 
the frigate was put on the stocks for repairs. 
She left Boston fur a cruise Dec. 30, 1813, un- 
der command of Capt. Charles Stewart, and 
on Feb. 14, 1814, captured the British war 
schooner Pictou, with a letter of marque 
which was under her convoy. On April 3 
she was very nearly captured by two Brit- 
ish frigates, the Junon and La Nymphe, but 
she managed to escape by making Marble- 
head. At the close of December she again 
put to sea, still under command of Capt. 
Stewart, and on Feb. . 1815, two ships were 
sighted, which were evidently in company, 
from the signals which they exchanged. 
The Constitution gave chase, and at 6 in the 
evening, being within range, sl. swed her 
— ne A when the two strangers flung 
out the British flag. three ships 
were now so arranged that they 
formed the —— ot an equilateral 
triangle, the Constitution being to the 
windward, In this posinon Old Lronsides ” 
opened fire, and for fifteen minutes the three 
ships kept up a continuous cannonade. One 
of the English vesseis became disabled and 
retired temporarily from the action. ‘The 
other managed to get to the leeward of the 
Constitution, and the two vessels poured 
broadside after broadside into each other. 
The Constitution justified her claim to the 
name of Old Lronsides,’”’ and in three-quar- 
ters of an hour the English ship surrendered. 
She proved to be the frigate Cyane, Capt. 
Faicon, manned bya crew of 180 men and 
carrying thirty-six guns. An hour after the 
surrender of the Oyane her consort, the 
Levant, having repaired her damages and 
being ignorant of the capture of the Cyane, 
bore up and met the Constitution cuming in 
search of Ner. She was soon ovempowered, 
and at 10 o’clock at night fired a gun to lee- 
ward and surrendered. ‘The loss ot the Con- 
stitution in this gallant action was three men 

ed and twelve wounded. That of the 
enemy in the two vessels was estimated at 
seventy-seven killed and wouuded., 

This was the last engagement in which the 
Constitution was cal to take part. A long 
period of peace followed the war of 1812, and 
when the United States was next called on 
to take part in naval battles ironclads and 
steamships had taken the place of wooden 
frigates and sailing vessels, of which Old 
lronsides” was so worthy a representative. 
In active war she ne practically useless, 
but she held a place “in the affections of the 
country which no other ship has ever neld. 
Her name and her exploits were familiar to 
boy. It is not too much to say 
that the glorious victories which she achiev 
during the second war with England has- 
tened the termination of hostilities by many 
months, while they certainly inspired this 
Nation with fresh gn and caused the 
enemy the greatest humiliation. So thor- 
ougnty was this realized by citizens of the 
United States that when the Administration, 
just before the Civil War, proposed to dis- 
mantle the old ship and break up her battle- 
beaten hull on the ground that it was of no 
further value, a storm of indignation arose 
throughout land to Which the Govern- 
ment was forced to yield. The proposal 
called forth a stirring pro from Oliver 
Wendell Hoimes in the following poem, 
which has since been recited in every school- 
room and lyceum in the land and has become 
a standard piece of American literature:

In 1875 she was placed on the stocks 
atthe League Island Navy-yard and sub-

avail Constructor Hart, a grandson of the 
man who built her in Boston eighty-four 
years ago. In 1878 she was detailed to take 
the goods of American exhibitors to the 
Paris Exposition, aud upon her return was 
again placed in service as a school ship. In 
the summer of 1880 she was auchored at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard for several weeks, and 
was visited by throngs of peopie during her 
stay. Last April she went on a short cruise, 
and not being heard of for ten days, a ramor 
was circulated that she was lost. Ihe report 
created a great deal of excitement, which 
was allayed by the announcement on April 
2 of her safety. As an evidence vf 
the sentiment felt for every plank of 
“Old lronsides,” an anecdote of the Ad- 
ministration of President Jackson may be 
given. The original figure-head of the Con- 
stitution was a bust of Hercules. This was 
shot away in the war in the Mediterranean 
and its place supplied by a carved biilet-head. 
in 1834, while the frigate was lying at the 
Charlestown Navy-Yard, Commodore Elliott 
had this billet-head removed, and substituted 
for it a bust of Gen. Jackson. This substitu- 
tion was denounced by the opposition as a 
partisan outrage, Elliott was assailed in 
newspapers, pamphiets, and speeches, and 
threatened in anonymous letters with vio- 
lence if he did not remove the effigy.

Execution of the Murderer of a Gentle- 
man in an English Balilroad-Car.

QUEER CHECKS. 


The Exploits of an Adreit and Piausi- 
ble Itallan Advonturer zu Boston. 
Boston Post, Dec. 15. 

On Thursday afternoon of last week a 
journalist of this city was called upon by a 
young man of pleasing appearance, ex 
lent address, and evident culture and intel- 
ligence. Though not an ,acquaintance in 
the literal sense, he was not a total stranger 
to the johrnalist mentioned, having been in- 
troduced to him by one or two friends, who 
had made the acquaintance of the visitor 
under Ulfferent circumstances. The errand 
of the polished and plausible young man 
was to get a check cashed ; it was after bank- 
ing hours, and he had no other recourse but 
to get some,friend to do the favor for him. 
The journalist, naturally enough, had no great 
amount ot money about him, but he obligingly 
vielded to the suggestion of his caller, and 
introduced the latter to a banker friend, Mr. 
Irving. Evans, of Evans & Doane, No. 28 
State street, who without hesitation took the 
check, gave the young visitor the $150 for 
which it called, and sent it to New York, 
through his bank, in due course of business, 
for collection. ‘The check was drawn on the 
Mercantile National Bank of New York, 
was payable to Maurice Mauris, and was ‘ 
signed “Charles Seribner’s Sons.“ Mr.

enougu to und not ju use. Every beer-drinker 
must look out for himself and attend to his own 
wants in being served. He must hunt around 
and find an empty beer-mug, or wait the tirst 
opportunity to seize the mug uf some departing 
customer. As soon as procured, be proceeds to 
ive it a thorough rinsing in the tank. and with 
t falls in line of the beer procession, which is 
slowly moving along and puss singie-file in 
front of the beef-counter. The r-mugs are 
identified with the establishment by their pe- 
culiar shape, size, and color, and are to be found 
nowhere else in Germany. ‘They hold a litre 
each, a little over a quart, ure made of a light- 
bruwn clay with metalic covers, on which are 
the monograms of H. B. for Hof Bryurei. I 
noticed that there were no half-sized mugs in 
use. Every man, evidently, was expected to 
take full measure. 

At the head of the beer-counter stood the 
cashier, whose whole attention was absorbed in 
receiving pay of the customers as they filed past 
in rapia succession. There was no inquiring the 
price; every one seemed to be famihar with the 
amount he was to pay, and tor“ those who had 
any doubts or were in complete ignorance the 
price of 26 pfennigs—about six cents—was 
chalked in plain characters on a piece of board 
over the cashier’é head. Near at band was a 
man whose sole occupation was to receive the 
mugs from those who had paid and pass them 
rapidly back to be filled. cashier was hav- 
ing a busy time, and I never saw a man work 
more lively. Several hands were stretched 
toward him all the while with silver and copper 
of different values which he was examin- 
ing, counting and changing with won- 
derful celerity. There was no confusion, 
no hesitation, no wrangling or disputes:

GOVERNMENT. 


A Book by the King ot Bavaria. 

Paris Corr London Standard. 
Considerabie tion has been caused here 
by a very remarkable volume which bas just 
appeared under the title of Mission Actuelie 
deg Souverains, par l'un d’eux,” supposed to be 
tten by the King of Bavaria. The writer 
takes his starting-point from the indisputable 
fact that the present state of Europe may be 
called a state of siege, an armed truce, over 
which the sovereigns keep guard, until some 
one of them attempts to establish his suprem- 
acy in this military and diplomatic competition, 
when his ephemeral triumph proves as costiy 
and destructive as his defeat. The preface of 
this remarkable book is specially interesting, as 
it deals very fully with the present state of af- 
fairs in France: 


Ever since 2 of Westphalia, or, to be 
more accurate, ever since the Congress of Arras 

the general government of Europe is a real 
state of siege, the crushiug inanity of which we 
feel without power to counteract it. So long as 
that system subsists no general conception of 
a government worthy of our times is applica- 
ble, no geverous action, in the seuse of the great 
objects of society, of the great interests of civ- 
ilization, is practicabie. The subjects of force, 
our sole possibie policy is to make ourselves 
masters of it, eise it will master us; and our 
only practical activity is a diplomatico- military 
competition, at once interdynastic and interna- 
tional, the triumph of Wich, ever ephemeral,costs 
as much from every poiut of view as defeat itself. 
Vaiois, Wasas, Bourbons, Hapsburgs, Orange, 
Romanoffs, Hohenzollera, Bonapartes. etc., we 
all tend periodically to repeat the self-same his- 
tory, without any great profit to ourselves or to 
Europe. Wego round and round the same cir- 
cus, in the same feudal lists, which ourrival am- 
bitions, our judicial combats, drench with 
biood, giving the ples the spectacie of a 
tight between gladiators, which must convince 
them by 1 exumpies that anarchy pro- 
sides over relations between Kings as well 
as over theirgwn. Naturalists will say that this 
is life, with if@ instinctive struggies and passion- 
ate competitions. Nevertheiess, the proper

same social family—those of Christendom— 
could not, without danger, remain much 
longer under less restraint in their mutual rela- 
tions than individuals, and less bound than 
these latter by the dictates of justice and equity. 
Christians in our private lives, civilized in vur

The 
European family—Christendom—being thus 
built up, we are obliged to put up with it as it is, 
for want of a better pian, and of proper work- 
men to build up our bouse afresh. 

The King then proceeds to deal with the sub- 
ject of revolution, which sapg the foundations 
of society, while permanent war is the normal 
condition in the upper regions of the edifice of 
which Kings are but the principal tenants, and 
those whose position exposes them to the great- 
est riskg. He thinks Kings cannot do better, 
so long hs the existing relations between sover- 
eigus continue, than to oppose Materialism and 
the destructive tendencies, so long as the peo- 
ples have seuse enough to trust Kings to pro- 
tect them against the forces of revolution; but 
he candidly admits that peoples may cease to 
have that good sense. He then proceeds: 

“The government of Materialism in our Posi- | 
tivist age everywhere tends to turn te 
intoa kind of anonymous machine, which we 
wind up so well that it seems able to work of H- 
self witbout | political vital principal. That 
is the bottom the Latin concep of gov- 
ernment which the Westerns chimeriégaily de- 
ecribe as A Republic.” France in this respect 
hus never varied, from Danton to M. Gambetta.

LIQUOR PROHIBITION. 


The Proposed Constitutional Amend« 
ment of Iowa, and United States 
Laws. 

1d the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
WATERLOO, Ia, Dec. 4.—It iseno doubt, gen- 
erally known that an effort is being made by the 
teetotal peopie of lowa o secure an amendment 
to their Constitution prohibiting the manufact- 
ure and sale of all intoxicating liquors. Wheth- 


er the prohibition is to be unrestricted, 
or limited to the beverage use of 
liquors, is not clear. The proposed 
amendment is couched in the following lan- 
guage: “No person shall manufacture for 
sale, or sell or keep for sale as a beveruge, any 
intoxicatmg liquors whatever, including ale, 
wine, and beer. The general Assembly shall by 
law prescribe regulations for the enforcement 
of the prohibition herein contained, and 
shail thereby provide suitable penalties 
for the violation of the provisions bereof.” 
That the phraseology of this amendment is quite 
unfortunate is generally conceded. For it is 
certainty susceptibie of two interpret 
Some interpret it as meaning that no intoxicat- 
ing liquors can be manufactured ia the State. 
Ochers hold that they may be manufactured in 
the State tor all uses except for beverage use. It 
is to be regretted that the terms of the amend- 
ment are pot so ciear as to render it impos- 
sibie for the most obtuse minds to give 
any otber than one construction. If the 
amendment means total prohibition af 
the manufacture of Uquors, then cer- 
tainly itis not such an amendment as the tee- 
total people of the State want. There may 
be a few who would be suited with such an 
amendment; but the great body of the coercive 
teetotalers of this State are not ignoran 
of the many useful 
aicohol may be 
They are not 60 and 1 22 
as to desire its total anuibilation. y would 
only label it “poison,” and bave it made and 
used only for such purposes as poison may be 
safely employed. But for excessive beverage 
use—the use that brings the keenest sorrow and 
the deepest wo to our race—they would have 
it blotted out forever. i 

It might be suggested by those not familiar 
with our situation: Why. not change it and 
make the language clear and certain before the 
amendment shall be submitted to a vote of the 
people. Iwouldsay that our Constitution re- 
quires one Legislature to frame the amendment 
und the next Legislature to adopt or reject it 
as framed. No change can be made in it by 
this vext Legisiature. I confeas it seems like an 
open question us to the good or harm this move- 
ment may do the teetotal cause in this State.

The improvement of 
hirty-fifth street, from Michigan avenue to 
Gr boulevard is finished. The pavement 
of Michigan avenue is of broken granit or 
trap-rock, used as a macadam. and is consid- 
ered an experimental measure. Thirty-fitth 
street is paved on a cheaper plan. y the 
middie of next summer Michigan avenue 
will, it is said, be one of the finest streets in 
the country to drive on, and this fact will 
add one more attraction to Chicago as a sum- 
mer resort. 


The State Street Cable Road. 

The State street cable road appears to find 
favor in the eyes of Providence, and the pres- 
ent beautiful weather is being taken advan- 
tage of by Superintendent Holmes and his 
men. The track is all down with the excep- 
tion of a gap of 600 feet in the east track near 
Thirty-fifth street, and this gap would have 
been closed up if the supply of iron had not 
given out. The Pittsburg men who are fur- 
nishing the supply of iron supposed they had 
shipped enough to finish up the work, but 
through an error of a shivping-clerk they are 
just eighty tons short. If this oversight had 
not occurred all of the iron work would be 
completed, but as it is the iron needed can- 
not reach here before the middle of 
this week. Meantime the other departments 
of the work are in full blast. The desired 
stone paving-blecks have been received and 


are being rapidly laid, and the end is now in 


sight. 

The down-town belt is very near comple- 
tion. ‘the curve from State to Madison 
street has been finished, and the large and 
small cable-wheels have been put in place. 
All of the concreting on the belt has been 
completed, and the laying of a few pavings« 
blocks will finish the work. 

The excavation at Archer avenue has been 
concreted, and the stone blocks are being 
laid. The concrete-mixer is at work on the 
Twenty-first street excavation, which is be- 
ing rapidly filled, and when the work is done 
the mixer will be put on the Twenty-second 
street excavation, which is being rapidly 
roofed over. The curves at Archer avenue 
and Twenty-second street haye been set. 

South of Twenty-second street the west 
track has been completed to Thirty-fourth 
street, and is ready for paving through to 
Thirty-ninth street. Theeasttrack has been 
completed from ‘T'wenty-second street to 
Twenty-eighth, and is ready for paving to 
Thirty-ninth street, with the exception of the 
600-foot gap mentioned. The slots in the 
tracks where there are no stone blocks have 
been filled in with narrow boards to keep 
the dirt out of the cable-chamber.

Mr. Waller’s New Pavement Scheme. 

Ex-Ogmmissioner Waller, of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, has a patent pave- 
ment which he desires to introduce into the 
streets of this city. Its special feature is the 
use of wooden blocks which have been sub- 
jected to a preservative application. Ex-Com- 
missioner Waller must know perfectly well 
that no matter how perfectly the blocks may 
be hardened to resist moisture and wear and 
tear, his pavement will go to pieces if a good 
foundation is not iaid under it. He will make 
a great mistake if in his anxiety to 
prove that his pavement is cheap, 
he neglects to provide for a substantial 
under-basis. Where the now despised wood- 
en Nicolson blocks have been laid in this 
city on a good foundation the pavement has 
worn admirably. The problem of getting a 
good pavemen@is simply to obtain the noise- 
lesness of wood with the durability of stone. 
It Chicagoans ever resort to a stone pave- 
ment, they will appreciate when too late the 
blessings of the noiselesness of wood.

Everything 
seemed heavy, and holders were anxious to get 
out. The depression was supposed by some to be 
started by the report that stocks were demoral- 
ized in New York, while others thought that it 
was chiefly due to H. K. Jackson's estimate 
that British India has raised about 350,000,000 bu 
wheat this year. Another reason named was 
the open winter, which has added a great deal 
to the feeding capacity of the country—left 
alive about all the pigs that have 
been dropped thus far, and awakened 
fears for the integrity of the packed product 
after warm weather comes next spring. It was 
remembered that hog product has sold very low 
after an open winter, and that grain graded very 
poorly at the same time.

Coercion has 
been applied. ‘Tenants flocking into the 
land courts. Some solicitors have over 400 
cases each. The feeling toward the court is 
favorable, though blended with the suspicion 
that the popular decision§ now being given 
may be only baits te draw off attention from 
the league. But meantime the prospect is 
bad for both landlords and tenants, who, 
through the block in the courts, must re- 
main long iv suspense. It is particularly so 
for great landlords, like Lord Lecon 
whose tenents are not paying.
